One and all. the most distin-j 
guished physicians and food 
ex- j 
perts agree that the green leafy 
vegetables form one of the most 
im portant of the food groups— 
so im portant that everybody ought 
to eat a good sized 
helping 
of > 
them every day. “But w hat can a 
body do?” says 
the 
distracted 
housekeeper. 
“They 
just w on’t 
eat spinach.” 
There are two things you can 
do. 
One si to look around 
and 
find other greens beside spinach. | 
T here are more kinds of 
greens 
common in this country, but n o t! 
com m only appreciated, than there 
a re days in the week. 
To be able j 
to enjoy them all would mean 
a 
greatly enriched dietary as well 
as m ore pleasure in eating. 
The other thing htat you 
can ! 
d ° is to learn how to cook spinach 
along with all the other greens, by 
the new. shotr-tim e methods, so 
th ey will not only have a chew able 
quality that makes 
a 
pleasant 
m outhful, but will 
look 
good 
enough to eat and taste as good as 
they look. 
It's a sham e that such 
valuable leaves as kale and cab­ 
bage are so often 
rejected 
as 
strong juiced, coarse, smelly foods. 
It was the old, long-tim e cookery 
th a t developed those rank flavors 
*md reduced the curled leaves that 
w ent into the pot so crisp and 
green, to a dark pulp. Cooked the 
new way, these same leaves come 
to the table as a really 
decora­ 
tive dish, and fresh and green, 
each with its own rich, yet deli­ 
cate. flavor—and 
no 
offensive 
odors hovering over the house­ 
hold. 
I 
prefer 
the 
waterless 
m ethods for practically all vege­ 
tables. 
N ot only are none of the 
valuable elem ents lost by the w a­ 
terless m ethod in the 
discarded 
w ater, but it seems to me that it 
gives a les sw atery, fuller-flavor­ 
ed result. 
Once the two 
quick 
cookery 
m ethods, as described for 
cab­ 
bage. are m astered, they can b e , 
used for practically all vegetables. I 
B ut th etim e required will vary 
according to the variety and ten d ­ 
erness of the vegetables. 


WATERLESS METHOD 
FOR CABBAGE 


Cut the stem down to the leaves 
and rem ove all decayed or 
u n ­ 
sightly parts of leaves. 
Let the 
cabbage stand in cold w ater for 
15 m inutes. 
Then 
rinse 
and 
drain. 
Cut into pieces about the 1 
size for slaw or a 
little 
larger. : 
T ransfer cabbage to a heavy uten ­ 
sil th a t has a tight fitting cover. ’ 
Add one tablespoon 
of 
boiling 
w ater. 
Cover and 
cook 
until 
steam has begun to form and the 
cck :.og proces shas started. Now, 


turn the heat low enough to just 
keep the pot steam ing. 
Continue 
cooking 10 m inutes, m ore or less, 
according to tenderness of 
the 
cabbage and your own preference. 
If much .‘-team escapes, you may 
have to add another tablespoon of 
boiling w ater to prevent burning, 
but that will not be necessary if 
the utensil is tight. 
Season w ith salt and butter and 
stir the cabbage about in the pot 
to gather up and blend in

sharp knife. Shave the crust off 
the loaf, then slice it into four 
lengthwise pieces, making the bot­ 
tom slice a little thicker than the 
others to facilitate serving. 
Butter each slice (use softened, 
not melted, butter). 
Then slice, 
two other fillings on each of two 
other slices, set one on top of the 
■other and finish off the reassem ­ 
bled loaf with the fourth slice of 
bread. 
Now you dress the loaf. Soften 
a cupful of w hite cream cheese, 
m ixing in enough cream to m ake 
it spread easily. 
Then frost the 
loaf, top and sides, w ith the m ix­ 


ture, cover it lightly w ith w axed 
paper and chill the loaf an hour 
or so.

From his mother, Klara Poelzl, who ran away from home at fifteen 
and came back a broken and defeated woman ten years later, Hitlei

“He was terrified of his father, 
hated him for the beatings he re­ 
ceived himself and for those his 
mother suffered,” writes Allen. “Yet 
he saw that the ability to give those 
beatings, pure force, makes a man 
boss, even in his own home. And he 
has never forgotten that in boss rule 
it is force that counts.” 
Hitler was a poor student, he 
couldn’t concentrate on his studies.! 
He failed in everything but draw­ 
ing and gymnasium. Klara made ex -, 
cuses that the schools were at fault. | 
She transferred him from one to 
another, with no improvement. But 
in Adolf’s aptitude for drawing, she 
envisioned him a great artist. All 
artists, she said, were “moonstruck.” 
Adolf was different from other boys, 
in her estimation.

To Make Pickles 


If you have ever lived in the 
country or the "near country” you 
will no doubt recall September as 
the month when the air was filled 
with the smell of burning lea v e s 
and of hot, spicy vinegar. W ell, I 
remember 
walking 
down 
the 
street and sniffing the air before 
house after house where the m is­ 
tress was at that moment turn­ 
ing green tomatoes, apples, beets, 
cucumbers and even peaches and 
pears into tasty pickled products 
that smelt simply grand in the 
making. 
I like September to this day as 
the time to begin 
pickling 
and 
jelly 
making 
for 
the 
Winter 
months even though my “pickle 
shelf” may be only the 
end 
of 
shelf in the kitchenette with room 
for perhaps half a dozen jars at a 
time. 
Some of my favorites 
are 
those given below. Start making 


ture, cover it lightly with waxed 
paper and chill the loaf an hour 
or so.
